Amulers are of ſuch as Cure Diſcaſes by an occult faculty : and they arc.of two kinds, 
two forts: © one ſort conſiſts ſolely of charaRters and words , another of ſimple 
Medicaments hanged about the neck , or any other: member ot the 
body. Phyſicians laugh art the former , and reje& it as a thing fabu- 
lous, delufive; uncertain, and incredulous: for we finde, that neither 
Phyſician nor Metaphyſician ever ſpake thereof, unleſs ſome Caco- 
demoniack, that refers them to his Philoſophy. But a Phyſician and | 
Philoſopher being a Moraliſt,, and an Advancer of Nature , whoin 
honeſty of life and converſation , ſetting the fear of the Almigh 
before his In » aſlayes nothing , bur by the juſt , good and law 
rule preſcribed by Nature, _ doth not go about to deceive the ig} 
norant and illiterate people with yain toyes, ; and pleat Arts , but 
ftudics the knowledge of things by'their natural cauſes : for Know- 
tedge'is rhe underſtanding of a thing by its cauſe z and happy ſure is 
he that knows the cauſes of things. Whence Galen concludes, that 
Medicine is not made for the Ditcaſe, but for the-morbificous cauſe; 
- 'which being removed , the cffe& is hindred. But Amulets. neither 
take evray the cauſe, the diſcaſe, nor ſymptomes , as thoſe fallly per- 
fwade themſelves, to whom they have been ſufpended; being deceived 
by their perſwaſion, who worſhip and invoke Devils, who alſo ima- 
gine, that all things may be done in their-name, and by their virtue, 
* withoutany other cauſe. Of which, and ſuch like impious fellows, 
the Poet thus writes :

Medicaments are either too humid, or dry, by rhe Greeks called 
ts; the dry for the moſt part are pulverated , the humid are made 
vp and concinnared with theſe Powders , as Electuaries, ſolid Con- 
* ſerves, Trochisks , Plaiſters, and other Medicaments , both intrin- 
lecally to bEaſſumed , and extrinſecally robe applyed ;' for nothing 
in Chirurgery is more frequently preſcribed than incarnating, aſtrin- 
ging, and cloling Powders; and nothing ſo carefully prepared and putverun in 
keptof Apothecaries as cordial, capital , and roborating Powders , Chirurgi« fre- 
whichare not onely mixed with other forms of Medicaments , but 7% 4/*- 
'ofrentimes preſcribed alone to divers uſes and affections, as to robo- 
 ratethe principal parts, preſerve their ſtrengths, extinguiſh Poyſons, 
ſtay Fluxes, help concoction, to binde or loſe the belly.

Wallnats, and other Fruits, as other Oils educed out'of Seeds, which 
differ even as the Seeds: for hot Oil is extracted ourof hot Seeds, 
and cold out of cold Seeds, Yetall Oils ate ſomewhat changed with 
ape z arid becauſe of the CIO the watry part, that which 
is hot becomes hotter , and the cold refrigerates more ſlowly ; for 
old Oil, according to Galejs , (cap. 6.1th, 1. _ medic. ſecundum 
gener.) hath power to extemiare 3 which is an effeR of hear, 
Oil alſo , according to the diverſity of the Fruit out of which it is 
extraed, as being marure or immature,and according to the manner 
of preparation and alteration induced by Art , acquires another and 
different qualiry and efficacy in alteration. ' As for example , Oil af 0tunm ovorun 
yolks, though it be nor perfeRly mixed, yet by loſing ſome hu- 
midity by its preparation , it is more hot and dry, and is a Medicine

That Oils may be extracted , the Fruits and Seeds ſhould firſt be 
d, andthe Apothecarics doill that extract Oil out of Almonds 
ore decortication. The Secds cleanſed, are brayed with a peſtel , 2%«exprimer- 
after contuſion they are put into a pan, and ſeruponthe fire, and ſtir- ©" 
red pretty long , that they may calefy : then are they involvediin a 
rough cloth, and ſubjected to a wooden preſs, till by valid compreſ- 
lonthe Oils be expreſſed. 
Thoſe that we would educe withour the help of fire or heat, muſt 
after they be bruiſed very ſmall, be preſently pur into the preſs, that 
the Oil may exude by drops. 
Petreol, which is educed out of Salt-petre, from whence it hath its 
denomination, rakes place amongſt ſimple Oils, But our purpoſe is

Oils, Unguents ; and Hippocrates , {1/ib. 1. de medic,) affirms, that

carys and ee. 1 Medick, firft made it at Pars; who ſcein Plan 
whereof it was made, coming from the Twreran ficlds, fought ang 
found great plepty of ir in fields near Paris, and of them he 
made his ſyrupe annually, not borrowing el{where, Ir is variouſ] 
called, to wit, Hiſpudula, Guaphilium, Coronario, elurope, or Cats 
foot ; and improperly Harts-foot. 

This ſyrupe is multifariouſly made ; and. yer none hath hitherto 
publiſhed irs confe@ions : ſome onely take the fummities of the

"This ſolemn Antidoteis cognominated from irs Inventor 24:thri- 
dates King of Pontw and Bithyma; for he was a moſt generous and 
moſt learned Monarch, who underſtanding the Languages of twen- 
o ewo Nations, and having much skill in Medicine,made this noble 
Antidote againſt Poyſon, whereof he was moſt afraid : by the uſc 
whereof, he lived long free from all virulent and delercry qualities; 
for being vanquiſhed by Pompey, and fearing hewould lead him a- 
live in truumph to Rome, he aſſumed Poy ſon, from which he received 
not the leaſt trouble : but becoming weary of longer lite, called 
One Bitzits a Souldier to him, defiring him»ro! kill him ; whoſe 
flow and detraQting trembling hand, he himſelf forecd to his own 
ſluugticer, and ſo was ſaid to have. trajected himſelf, as Apptanu 
hath ir. Amongſt his treaſuries and ſpoils, there was a Roll of Mc- 
dicinal Commentations foand, which the King had. laid up moſt 
ſafely, as the moſt curious of Secrets, Pompeybrought theſc ro Remez 
andegaverhem-co the. Roman Phyſicians, as Democrazes and _

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abu, who approved of all the remedies, bur eſpecially of the 
Mithridate, whoſe deſcription Damocrates rendred in Lartine Verſes, 
chat it might ror be changed : and though he was not irs author,bur 
tranſcriber, yer is it cognominated from him, Damocyates his Mithri- 
lite. Galen alſo delivers another deſcription from Andromachy, not 
much unlike this; burir is not ſo orderly diſpoſed, bur ſomewhat 
ved: for it hath an uncertain dofis of the Indian Leaf, of 
Gentian, Meum, and Cardamome, and Spikenard twice itcraced 
under rwo appellatiors, ſignifying the ſame thing, There are fur- 
thermore,manyfimples moſt convenient for this Antidote,lefr our,as 
Son of Balm, and'its firſuccedany, Dittany, white Pepper, and 
Jellium.

All the Srudentyin Pharmacy, witty one conſent, follow: the di- 
ates of Meſue their Captairt, whomithey extol with'praiſes, and 
adore withadmiration : Yer his Laws and Precepts in compound. 
ing Medicaments, cannot by duration challenge to themſelves infal. 
libllity ; for we ſee many of them improved, and many diſpro- 
ved : and it is no imprudence to recede from” him, orany old Ay- 
thor, though they merit moſt of praiſe, when one. fees by long uſe 
and experience, a better and more compendious way. And thus 
we have ſomething detracted from,or ſomething added to the com. 
poſition of ſome Medicaments, or their method changed. Thus 
they diſſent in Medscinal Oyls, made by infufion and macerartion; 
as in this Oyl of Violets, to whoſe confe&ion Meſue commands the 
Oylof mature Olives, and of Almondsor Seſama to be takeh ang

itis rclated : for Birumen is either denſeor liquid ; the denſe, is 
as it were the farneſs of. the earth, which ſwims upon the wa- 
ter, and by agitation of the winds, is caſt upon the ſhore, and 
there concretes, and becomes tenacious and denſe. The leguimate 
Birumen is Judaical, by-fome called, Birumen of Sodom, becaulc 
it is found on the banks of Sodom. Ir is very rare in Ewrope. The l1- 
quid, which the Greeks call Naphta, is very white of colour, and 
tapacious of fire z inſomuch, thar fire will leap to it fromdiſtance, 
as alſo ro all denſe Birumen. Befides this Naphea, there is an-

Eſides theſe confeaing Oyls, Meſue ſubjoyns many more ; all 
xe he ſanh, A. 1 Rſeunien Eduftion by deſcent aud 
aſcent yis a Chymical term ;, of whoſe Oyls, opportunt occaſion naw grues leave 
zo treat, Meſue alſo leading the way. Of which I ſball enely ſubjoys a few 
words, both becauſe laboyious work, long time, and great coſt, are neceſſarily 
requiſite to this edufion of Oyls ;, and alſo becauſe they art now adayes 
made by ſome baſe, imperite, and ignorant Cixculators, who defraud the 
Commonalty with their Uain promiſes, >" their time in ſeeking ſecret 
Fopperies, and earfefting Magiſterial Bables, I do not now ſpeak of men 
of approved skill, learning, and knowledge ; who, gruen to the ſtudy Z G's 
ruſer 
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ftruſer Sciences, ſeek the more ſecret Cloſets of Nature, and finde the more 
miraculous wertues of Creatures : who make Medicaments after ſeveral 
manxers, change them tnto ſeveral ſorms, and by drvers preparations, give 
them drvers qualities, ſejoyning what # uſeleſs, and retaining what is ex- 
pete 3, and ſo coafling them, that 11 ſmall quantity they have much vertse. 
But ſuch Medicaments ſhould not be exhituted, but by the perite ;, for elſe 
they are perillous, and precipitate men into open danger: Tet Skilful Me- 
dicks and Apothecaries followtng: Meſue. thety Chieftain, may aftey a Chy- 
mical manner educe certain Oyls by drſttllation ; and that either by de- 
ſcent, whereunto deſcenſion by trauſudation or by draining, ts referred ; or 
elſe & aſcent, whereunto diſtillation by Inclination 4s alſo referred, 
Edutton of Oyl by deſcent, 1s, when the elictted bumour aiftils down- 
wards, without any elevation, into a ſubditition veſſel, which hath no way 
for aſcent 3 the queſt ed humour, which t elicitedtn form of a Vapour, be- 
ing coakted, and then falling downwards. Now Oyls are elicited by deſcent, 
not onely out of ſuch things as are aqueous, but out of Woods, Roſines, and 
ſuch things as aze — by the aſcending calour. And the Oyls thus 
educed being craſs and b 
onely uſurpable to external affetions : Tet if they can be tmtroſumed at the 
mouth, they promife eximiou effets. © Many may be made after the ex-

The Atabians often call Cerecloths and Salves, 
Knguents : . as Dioſcorides doth many odorate Oyls ; according to that of 
Hippocrates, A Meaick ſhould be Unguented, that ts, os lee that 
by the fragrant 'halite of bus veſture, be may purchaſe glory amongst the 
ualgar, But now Unguents are 1n 4 more anguſt acceptance, taken onely 
for thoſe Medicaments whllch adbibited and illited onely on external parts, 
are thought to aux1iliate them, when other Medicaments would either through 
their grautty burthen them,or through their hunudity burt them ; and are 

olaginous, of a middle conſiſtence, betwixt a Cerecloth and a Lingment, as 4 © 
Cexecloth is betwixt an Unguent and a Salve; Now the proportion of Ol 
in the confeHton of an Unguent, is ſuch, that.one ounce thereof reſponas to 
each dragm of Powder, and two dragms of Wax : So that there 1 four tzmes 
as much Oyl as Wax, and eight times as much Oyl as Powder. And ſeeing 
heat makes the conſiſtence of an Unguent ſifter, and cold harder, Myropo- 
lifts uſedto mix more Ol 14 Winter, andleſi in Summer, with there wgre- 
aients.* Now ſeeing there 1s much conformity betwixt a Cerecloth and an 
Unguent, both conſiſting of the ſame Materials, onely differing 11 propor- 
tion ;, the Unguent recetuing more Oyl and leſs wax, that it may be of 4 
midale conſiſtence betwixt a Liniment and a Cerecloth , more ſpiſſe ther the 
ene; and more liquid then the other : We have determined to treat of thent
